'We Still Have a Big Job to 
Do' Says Camp Commander 

“Pay no attention to rumors about the closing of Camp 
Anza,” said Camp Commander Colonel R. Sarles this week. 

- “We still have a big job to do,” the Colonel pointed out, 
adding that “we will receive for processing from 90,000 to 
100,000 troops in January and not less than 50,000 in Feb¬ 
ruary.” 

“Due to the uncertainty as to the number of troops to 
be received on the west coast for the month of March no 
official quota has, as yet, been released for that month.” 

Persistent rumors circulating about camp the past week 
to the effect that the camp will close soon or on certain 
specified dates have no foundation, said Colonel Sarles. 

“I have received no official information as to the closing 
date of this post,” he said. 

“Until such time I recommend that no attention be paid 
to rumors flying about and that everyone continue on their 
jobs.” 

When official notice is received as to the date upon which 
processing of troops will be discontinued, Colonel Sarles said, 
all personnel at this post will be officially notified.

Medal Citation 

^.The citation reads “Charged 
with supplying the China-Burma- 
India theater of operations he 
(General Herbert) quickly trans¬ 
formed Los Angeles from a sub¬ 
port status to that of an inde¬ 
pendent, major port. Through the 
employment of high professional 
skill and organizational ability, 
he achieved an outstanding rec¬ 
ord of efficiency, vastly increas¬ 
ing the facilities, personnel, and 
operations of his command. 

“General Herbert’s exceptional 
performance was largely respon¬ 
sible for the accomplishment of 
the Los Angeles Port of Embark¬ 
ation’s mission and contributed 
in a high degree to the success of 
Allied forces operating in the 
areas supplied by the Port.” 

Born in Boston 

General Herbert was born in 
Boston in 1909. He was a dis¬ 
tinguished graduate of West 
Point in 1930, and received an 
MS in engineering from Iowa 
State College in 1932. He was 
assigned to the Corps of Engi¬ 
neers and served as both a staff 
and command officer. In 1940 
he returned to West Point as an 
instructor.

Your Work in the Army 
May Land You a Job 


Army and Navy job experience 
can pay off when you hit the ci¬ 
vilian labor market. 

This may seem preposterous to 
a rifleman who has spent most of 
his military career in the mud, 
squeezing an occasional bullet at 
the enemy. But he hasn’t been 
wasting his time, nor has any 
sailor. 

The War Manpower Commis¬ 
sion can prove it. So can other 
agencies, both governmental and 
civilian. 

They have spent a lot of time 
figuring out civilian jobs for 
which servicemen are qualified 
and have established that one- 
third of all Army jobs are related 
directly to civilian occupations, 
one third are indirectly related 
and ALL are related in some way. 

49 Jobs for a Rifleman 

As for the rifleman, believe it 
or not, he has qualifications that 
are related to 49 civilian jobs. 

Military job experience is of 
special value if: 1. You improved 
civilian skills by what you learned 
as a soldier. 2. You learned an en¬ 
tirely new skill. 3. You learned 
about a field of employment you 
like which you hadn’t considered 
before. 

Under the first heading comes 
the man who may have been an 
auto mechanic before he became 
a GI. In the Army he received 
specialized mechanical training, 
then became a truckmaster or a 
truck driver. 

New Vistas of Opportunity 

In the second group is the gas 
Station attendant who learned 
meat-cutting in the Army and has 
decided to become a civilian 
butcher after getting discharged. 

An example of the third class 
is the machine operator who was 
assigned to a Judge Advocate’s of¬ 
fice and found, through indirect 
contacts with law, that he won’t 
be satisfied unless he returns to 
school and becomes an attorney. 

Backhanded benefits from mili¬ 
tary job experience have come to 
some men. For instance, to the GI 
who had gotten half-way through 
teacher’s college, who became an 
instructor at a service school and 
found that he would never be 
happy if he made teaching a life’s 
work. Such a discovery is nega¬ 
tive, but important. 

The kind of civilian work for 
which military experience has 
fitted men is extremely varied. 
Consider the rifleman, the fellow 
whose Army job has been to load, 
aim and fire a rifle to destroy ene¬ 
my personnel. And whose busi¬ 
ness it has been to assist in the 
capture and holding of enemy 
positions. 

Among the possible civilian oc- I 


cupations for him, with only brief 
on-the-job experience are: pow¬ 
der monkey, explosive operator, 
magazine keeper or^nitroglycerin- 
storeroom operator. With some 
additional training, he may quali¬ 
fy as a hunting and fishing guide, 
a trapper, oiler or greaser. Or per¬ 
haps as an automobile accessories 
installer, a stud hairpsringer, ga¬ 
rage equipment assembler, shrink 
pit helper, star-gage operator or 
gymnasticator operator. 

Other Jobs Listed 

In other fields, Army jobs and 
a few of the civilian occupations 
to which they are related include: 

Control Tower Operator:airport 
control operator, studio engineer, 
transmitter tester. 

Ammunition Handler: cotton 
picker operator, brine house man, 
solvent recovery man. 

Heavy Artillery Mechanic: bar¬ 
rel driller, fuel system installer, 
motorcycle repairman. 

Classification Specialist: camp 
director, time-study engineer, so¬ 
cial worker. 

Clerk-Typist: court reporter, 
clerk typist, librarian. 

Landing Craft Coxswain: barge 
captain, bus driver, pleasure craft 
sailor. 

Glider Mechanic: airplane in¬ 
spector, canvas worker, spot 
welder. 

Light Machine Gunner: cigar 
machine oiler, dump truck oper¬ 
ator, draw press operator. 

Medical Corpsman: asylum at¬ 
tendant, anesthetist, funeral at¬ 
tendant. 

Radar Operator: photoradio op¬ 
erator, call-box wirer, instrument 
maker. 

Tank Mechanic: seamless tube 
inspector, installation mechanic, 
bulldozer operator. (By CNS)

Britain for bases in the Atlantic, 
General Herbert was chosen to 
construct military installations 
from Jamaica through the Brit¬ 
ish island possessions to Dutch 
Guiana. In 1940 and 1942 he 
served as Trinidad Area Engineer, 
District Engineer of the Jamaica 
and Trinidad Districts. 

General Herbert returned to the 
United States at the end of 1942 
to undertake an assignment for 
the Under-Secretary of War. Soon 
afterwards he became Executive 
Officer in the office of the Chief 
of Transportation. 

Assigned to LAPE 

In 1943, General Herbert was 
assigned to the Los Angeles Port 
of Embarkation as deputy port 
commander and in November of 
that year he was made command¬ 
ing officer of the port. 

At the peak of port operations, 
approximately 16,000 military 
and civilian personnel served un¬ 
der General Herbert. Shipments 
of supplies and troops to Pacific 
theaters quadrupled under his 
command. He was commended 
twice by Major General Charles 
P. Gross, former Commanding 
General of the Transportation 
Corps. 

NCOsHaye14 
Days to Enlist 

Anza GIs have but 14 days to 
enlist in the peacetime Regular 
Army if they wish to keep their 
present rank, Lt. Farnol V. Ad¬ 
ler, post recruiting officer, re¬ 
minded yesterday. 

All NCO enlistments are in 
permanent grade, Lt. Adler point¬ 
ed out, and warrants will be 
issued. 

The local recruiting office is 
now accepting enlistments for 
one year or more, the men filling 
their own vacancies at Anza. 
The February 1 deadline applies 
only to enlisted men. Officers 
have until Apirl 3, 1947, to sign 
up in the permanent grade of 
master sergeant. 

Regular Army men who are 
now officers but served in less 
than the first grade before com¬ 
missioning and who reenlist will 
have the date of rank in the first 
grade listed as the date of entry 
on active duty as an officer. This 
applies to Regular Army men 
only, Lt. Adler said. .

Officers Promoted 
During Separation 

Officers below the grade of 
colonel meeting certain require¬ 
ments will be promoted to the 
next highest rank upon separa¬ 
tion, Military Personnel head¬ 
quarters announced yesterday. 

The officers will be promoted 
by separation centers. The rul¬ 
ing, however, excludes regular 
Army officers. 

First and second lieutenants 
must have 18 months in grade 
and a minimum efficiency index 
of 40 for that period. Captains 
and majors must have 24 months 
in grade plus the minimum effi¬ 
ciency index before promotion 
will be made, and lieutenant- 
colonels 30 months in grade. Pro¬ 
motions become effective the 
first day of terminal leave. 

A 50 percent increase in time 
is allowed for overseas service, 
it was announced.

merciless disease have been civ¬ 
ilians. Gen. Norman T. Kirk, 
Surgeon General of the Army 
Service Forces, has stated: “Poli¬ 
omyelitis is of great concern to 
the Army because of its ever¬ 
present danger to military per¬ 
sonnel. In the Army during 
this war there were more than 
a thousand cases of poliomyeli¬ 
tis, of which approximately 175 
were fatal.” 

Poliomyelitis is one of the 
most expensive diseases known 
to medicine, he further pointed 
out. Many victims of past epid¬ 
emics must receive continuing 
care, sometimes for several 
years. Each year’s outbreaks add 
new names to the steadily grow¬ 
ing list. Hospitalization for a 
single patient costs more than 
$2500 per year.

Qualified officers will be select¬ 
ed for service with the branch 
of their choice, in grades of sec¬ 
ond lieutenant to major, inclus¬ 
ive. The grade will be deter¬ 
mined by the amount of con¬ 
structive or actual commissioned 
service, whichever is greater.

Souvenir Guns 

GIs who brought home from 
overseas as souvenirs automatic 
weapons of any kind must reg¬ 
ister them under the provisions 
of the National Firearms Act. 

Owners of such trophies should 
communicate with the nearest 
unit of the Bureau of Internal 
Revenue which will aid veterans 
in complying with the law. Fail¬ 
ure to register is punishable by 
a fine of not more than $2,000 
and not more than five years 
imprisonment. 

The bureau suggests as a mat¬ 
ter of public safety that owners 
of such weapons make them in¬ 
operable. Weapons which can 
fire are subject to a tax of $200 
if sold or given away by their 
original owners.
